The Cntir Jirnqv aaid, that lha opportunity 
afforded to the suitors of having the derisions of 
the Judge tilting In equity reviewed by the 
full bench altonled a great deal of tatisfaclion 
lo his mind, at it relieved him of a gnat deal of 
tmlwroJljilily. which would otherwise press 
heavily upon him. Tho*e|[*TJt!™Mi whohavt 
made this branch of the profession their parti- 
cular iludy, mutt be well aware of the dirS- 
eulties which tunrsunded the administration of 
equity nt this remote p.*ition, but he Ml 
greatly indebted lo the bar fat the uniform 
kiiulnest mid readinw with a-blch they had 
aaaisted hint in hia labours.

lunitiei of the petitioners, Ihe longitude* 
taken by Mendana stare to inaccurately 
given, that he w«e unable to re-dtacorer 
them. He placed them in the latitude of 
from S * to !) o south. A ihart n*tr«- 
tire of the discovery will not be irrerelant 
id the history of these valuable island,. 

The tint land discovered by the Spanish 
commander he nxoriouely named after hi* 
lady. Isabel, and anchored his ships in a 
bay on the north-east side of the island, 
which he named Kit rc I la. He obaarra 
in the narrative nf tht w^ane, Hut a chief 
sent hint, aa a propitiatory present, a 
rpisrter of the bttdj of an infant, iucludine- 
ant arm and ■ hand i by which b« con- 
cluded the iilaudtr* were cannibals. He 
expreased hii disgust to the man who had 
brought (he abuurred food, and caused the 
rauirled remain* to be defend; interred 
on ahore before them. 

At thia pan a brigantine wa> com! runted, 
■nd fitted out on a voyage to discover aueh 
iilandi u wen luting in the vicinity of 
laabtl. A doatn stamen and eighteen 
soldiers were put on board the new vessel, 
placed under the command of an enter - 
p riling pilot, Herman Galr-gn ; the soldir-rn 
being under the command of their military 
officer, Artega . In thia voyage the islands of 
Melanta, Galert, Bucnsvista, end Sciarga 
were discovered. The latter iale i* dlatin- 
guiahed by avotoaito, in continual ignition . 
volumea of smoke were emitted from it 
during their stay. An island of larger 
dimension* than any of the above next 
presented itsrir, which was named tluadsl- 
canar. They entered a river of oonrider- 
able breadth and depth, and were soon met 
by a number of canoes, whose owners 
within them treated their visiters with res- 
pect. Artega landed in one of the v: 
and wu much ■ truck by the 
appearenoe of the plantations. The 
af St. George was next sighted, among 
whose inhabitant* it was reported that 
pearls were ao numerous, that nn value 
was attached to these articles of European 
luxury. Artega next pursued a route to 
the westward of Isabel, where be disco- 
vered numerous small islands and coral 
reefs, attending to a great length. He 
afterward* doubled the island of Isabel ; 
but contrary winds impeding bis progress 
to listrHla Bar, when the iquadron 
was lyieg at alienor, he despatched a de- 
tachment in a boat, gwsdtd by a native he 
had procured, to inform the admiral of the 
succeai of his mission \ bit the boat was 
unfortunately store on e rest, and with 
much difficulty the crew regained the 
brigantine : n few day* after, the? landed 
safely in Estrelln Bey. 

Oil the report of this success, the squad- 
ron was gat under weigh, snd anchored in 
Goadafcnnar, at n piece called La I'ru;, 
and formal possession of the country was 
taken by the admiral in the name of hi* 
mater, the king of Spain. For this pur- 
pose be proceeded on ahore, to plant ■ 
cross, with an inscription suitable to bis 
design i but (he islanders expressed their 
displeasure at this slate of the proceeding* 
by a well directed shower of arrows, which 
the Spaniard! responded to by a volley of 
musketry, that killed two persons, and 
wounded several mora ; the remainder 
took to flight. The pilot Erjrjquti 
placed himself at the head of a band of 
thirty soldiers, with the intention or making 
further diatsoreries. On arriving at a xnall 
river, he was obliged to desist, as upwards 
of a thousand natives stopped their further 
progress. They ermeeenently returned, 
carrying with them a law fowls, end re- 
ported having seen plenty of gold in the 
watercourses and river*. The brigantine 
wis despatched a second time, to make 
further nautical discoveries. In the route 
towards the south, several islands hitherto 
unknown were coasted, the appearance of 
which it described aa beautifully verdant 
and rich. 

Previously to the return of the brigmn- 
tine to La Croi, it appear* a catastrophe 
bad befallen » parly employed in procu- 
ring water, who were attacked while in 
the perinrniaitM of thia doty, in which 
nine teamen and a steward were mlhieasly 
massacred. This, it is supposed, wa* 
caused by Men dans baring detained a 
young bus, notwithstanding the anxiety 
expressed by a principal chief' at the dis- 
trict, and hit repeated request* for the 
admiral to render hint up to hie friends . 

Mendana determined on dealing retri- 
bution among the author* of this calamity, 
and despatched a Captain Sarrn Lento to 
make reprisals, who in bit march killed 
about thirty of the natives, and set fire to 
most of their houses ; in on* of which 
they discovered some remnants of their 
murdered comrades. 

On the I3tb or June, 1967, the squad- 
ron anchored at the island of St. Crittoval, 
the most southerly of the groan. Men- 
dana (recompensed by woe soldiers, paid 
a visit to the shore, where a number of 
the natiees were stationed, viewing with 
surprise the nsoreuienls of the navigators, 
whom tb*y probably mistook for 
hut without unr with for their 
as lh»y signified by einraaaive' _ 
their wishes for the visitors to return to 
the ships, and, finding their entreaties dis- 
regarded, scraped nn the earth and sand 
with their feat and hands, throwing it in 
the air ; others ran to the river's side and 
employed tlremseUes in beating; the waters 
in a similar manner. The admiral iu order 
to raise hia importance and intimidate the 



The brigantine was employed a third 
time in perfecting the knowledge of the 
arch i nelson, when the islands of Hannah 
and Ca (alius were peroeived, which termi- 
nated the discovery of the Solomon'* Ar- 
chipelago, At the Waaa of Hannah, the 
Spsuiirda were attacked by the native*, 
upon wham they discharged a volley of 
musketry. These were the last researches 
of Mendana among these islands ; and on 
the return of the brigantine, which shortly 
after rejoin od the iquadron, they sat aail 
in company tbr Peru, where they arrived 
early in the following Hay. 

The existence of the splendid islands 
comprising this archipelago waa doubted 
or denied by geographer* for about two 
centuries. The Spaniards were assured of 
the discovery by their countrymen, hut 
the errors in the longitadee assigned to 
them rendered the little knowledge ob- 
tained of them perfectly nugatory. Car- 
teret wa* the first to rediscover them in 
1 767. He landed on the island of Melanta, 
where his people had a conflict with the 
natives, which terminated fatally. The 
English, remained masters, end made a 
prisoner, who waa thought by hie captors 
to resemble the inhsbitanta of Nitendi nr 
Egnrout island. They alao made prises 
of aereral canoes, which were ornamented 
with shells and aoulpturr, that apokr much 
in favour of the ingenuity of the lavages, 
who were vigorous and well-made, defend- 
ing their country with praiseworthy hardi- 
hood. Oateret "acknowledges the priority 
of Mendana' s discosery, yet did not hesi- 
tate changing the names given to the is- 
lands by tli st navigator. The Buenavista 
and Florida of Mendana wen now renamed 
Carteret and Simpson's islands, Melanta 
and 13on hi became Qowerasd Winchilsea. 

The native* of Melanta an ia (ha habit 
of tatooing themselves in variona parta of 
the body . they are very fond of ornament*, 
and paint the heads of' their arrows with a 
kind of tilex. The sojourn of Carteret was. 
but short. 

In tbe following year, Bougainville vi- 
sited this archipelago, in tht month of 
July ; his surrey extended to many of the 
islands , He first sighted Cape Satisfac- 
tion ; to the eattward of which be saw 
a targe istacd, named by him Choitetil. 
Twenty Cannes appeared off this place, 
with from fifteen, to twenty men in each. 
The natives art described aa resembling 
the negroes of Africa, with bair woolly 
and dyed red, the lobe* of the ears being 
perforated and distended, the septum of 
the nose bored— from both which were 
appended odoriferous flowrets and other 
ornamenta. These people were armed 
with bosrs and arrowe, which they bran- 
dished with menacing gestures, 

While in tha strait* which eeperate 
Choisnil from Bougainville Island, the 
vessels were in great danger from the 
many reefs and rontrnry currents. Hosts 
were despatched in search oi a suitable 
anchorage, which waa found in a large bsy 
to the west of Choiacul. The ships were 
scarcely anchored, when a fleet of canoes 
approached the boats, containing about 
130 warrior*, in good order, and com- 
menced hoatilitjet again*! their supposed 
enemies, by a volley of arrows. The 
French answered this aggression by 
■bower of musketry, which had little 
effect in curbing the animosity of the 
natives, until a second discharge, kilting 
some and wounding other*, caused these 
wtrriors to beat a hasty retreat. 

Before advancing on their foe*, these 
islanders uttered the war-cries, and tor- 
tured their countenances into similar ges- 
ticulations to those practised by the South 
Sea islanders in frightening (heir s nam tea , 
they were also armed with bucklers. The 
conquerors rap hi red two of the csnoes, 
which had beautifully carved ornamenls. 
Within them were fbnnd a quantity of 
cocoa-nuts, and n jaw-bone of the human 
body, half grilled. The warriors had 
their iinir frixsled, aud painted wbite with 
a kind of lime ; others expressed their 
fancy in red and yellow hain. They were 
all entirely naked, as a narrow band 
fastened round (he waist did not bide any 
of the body. The bucklers made dm of 
were found impervious by an am 
Bougainville Island la the central part of 
the chain, and is of gnat rievatton is the 
centra. 

On the !th of July, the shin* doubled 
the strait, and ntsde tbe north point of 
Boaka, which ia populous and well cnl- 
ttvated, A great number of canoes wen 
perceived close la shore j several of them 
approached the vessels— the natives shout- 
ing Bouka, Hooka, and holding up cocoa- 
nut* as an inducement to barter. A 
qaantity of this valuable anti-teorbutic 
wa* obtained ; and when the natives had 
expended their cargoes, they made tig- 
nifieant gestures that they would return to 
the shore for more of them ; but the 
frenchmen were not inclined tn stop 
upnn which the islanders bade thee 
adieu, by discharging an arrow at the ships. 

lowing year, in the Smt Jteii Baaiutr,

Ctioisenl. on the 7th October, 
iron. Two day* after, a boat wis 
patched to a strait iu the island, which be 
named " First-sighted." (lit it premiirt 
rut.) This plsee is described as being 
well inhabited, nbounding la fruit-trees, 
birds, fish. Sc., the reefs swarming with 
tbe latter. On the 13th, tha ship was 
anchored in a north-east hay of Isabel 
Island, which wa* full of islets. This net 
bay was named Fort Prsstin. The 
bad scarcely been dropped, when the ship 
was surrounded by vast numbers of canon 
filled with islanders. They wen repeatedly 
invited on board, but none of them had 
the hard ih nod to ascend ; they made signs 
that the shon possessed an abundance of 
provisions, and good water. After come 
time tbe canoes retired from the ship, 
«d(h the exception of one, containing 
three natives, one of whom deliberately put 
an arrow to hia bow to discharge it at tht 
Frenchmen, notwithstanding the 
against them ; but lbs futile sggnssioo was 
prudently returned with tome trifling pre- 
sents, that quickly disarmed tb* sensitive 
warrior, who abort! v after returned to 
the shore, delighted' with the result of 
their visit. 

At night, tht islander* on ahore were 
seen asansing themselves around large 
fine which they had kindled, imitating the 
voice* aod sounds which tbey bad 
emanating from their visitors, aspeoialty 
the thrill pipe of the boatswain. 
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Early on the following day the afaip •«,.■, 
moored further into the bey, when about 
a down canoe* approached her, containing 
nearly ISO of the islanders. Tbe songs 
of this seamen, while employed iu warp- 
ing the vessel to hsr anchorage, were co- 
pied by these imitative people ; but on the 
flftr commencing an nir on his shrill in- 
strument, accompanied by a tambortae, a* 
the sailora walked round the capstan, the 
delighted islander* crated their conversa- 
tion immediately, exhibiting the utmoat 
testacy, as tbe ravishing sound* struck on 
their delighted ears— evincing a lar from 
incorrect taste, as they kept time by 
gently beating their paddles in the water, 
marking the cadence with unequivocal 
signs of trsnaport and pleasure. Thia 
music waa the tnoen* of opening an under- 
standing between the civilised rasa and 
hie larige brother. Out of the native* 
ascended the v f l nl, on which hi* example 
was speedily followed by his countrymen ■, 
hut their lean were not removed, 'at the 
slightest movement of their visiton was 
watched with visible auiiety— taking to 
their csnoes, or leapinjr overboard, on the 
Vrenchmen approaching nejtrai to them 
than they thought consistent . they never- 
theless took the present* thai were otTerett 
to them with alitrity. 

Two armed bostt were despatched 
towards the shore in searoh of s convenient 
watering-plsce ; they were followed by all 
the canoex ; one of the latter was paddled 
in advance, apparently commanded by a 
young mail, front whose ears and nose 
were appended garland* of rlowrre , hi* 
hair waa whitened with the lime made use 
of by the generality of those islanders, sud 
in bis bands wen twn parcels of flowers, 
which ever and anon he raised above hie 
head, accompanying (he acdon with signi- 
ficant gestures, that appeared to be well 
understood by the natives. In the centre 
another man stood tip, with an altitude 
seriously inclined; ia hi* right hand he 
held a lance, and by the mntiooa he gave 
with it. the natives in the canoes following 
in hi* wake were apparently guided. 

M. Labbe, the second lieutenant, who 
had charge of the boats, fell suspicions of 
the native proceeding*, and on reaching 
the slrare, he despatched five men in search 
of water; their research was iu tain, si 
none in* to be seen. The lieutenant com- 
plained to the natives for hsving led him 
s stray, when he wa* directed to a entail 
group of islets nearly nine miles from 
the ship. On arriving at this place, which 
was at the foot of a well-wooded hill, the 
lieutenant despatched the seme men in 
search of the Hold. Tbey were led by tbe 
natives tome distance in the interior to a 
rock, from whence the water fell in su 
trifling a degree at to he totally unsuitable 
for a watering- place. Here their guides 
left them, and with difficulty they regained 
tbe path that led to their boats. In the 
meanwhile, during the absence of the sea- 
men, (be islanders tried all their per- 
suasive powers to induce the officer and hi* 
crew to land, and attempted to haul tbe 
boat* up on (ha beach . This continued 
without effect until the seamen returned, 
when the natives, who now amounted to 
above two hnndrrd, all armed with bow* 
and arrant, elubt, and limiltr ofTenalve 
weapons, commenced an attack on the 
isolated men — killed one of the soldiers, 
and wounded several others with their 
lances and clubs. M. Labbe, the officer in 
command, received three arrows. i^ids 
treacherously aisailcd, the French fired a 
volley of musketry, which more (ban 
avenged the aggrettion. Thit quick retort 
frightened the savages beyond measure, 
and a second discharge put them to rout. 
The death of an eminent chief principally 
canted the sudden decamp. The wounded 
were carried away by their companions. 

BuTvilie was not to be turned front his 
purpose by thix event ; he determined on 
getting one of the natives within hi* power. 
His tint attempt was against a few indi- 
viduals who hid titited a small islet near 
the ship ; but tbe boat* had not approached 
the shore, when the natives launched their 
canoe in (he water, and barely made 
their escape— tome of them not without 
being weauaded. Two of them were obliged 
to take to swimming, and (hns reached the 
larger island. 

At another tana ■ canoe approached tht 
■hip, when Siirrille pat iu practice a new 
me I hod of entrapping tbe occupants. He 
caused two of hi* people to blacken and 
unclothe their bodies, whiten (heir hair, 
and ornament themselves with ring* nf 
tortoise-shell, similar to the islanders, and 
pnt them in a canoe that had been forinerly 
captured — which, added to a fair imitation 
of tht native signs and gestures, were mis- 
taken by the unsuspecting lavsges as being 
their own countrymen i tbey therefore 
paddled their canoe nearer to their sup- 
posed countrymen, who let them advance, 
when, at a git en signal, tin boats gave chase, 
and, tearful of ml Ming both, they fired 
a musket, by which one of the native* was 
killed ; the other threw himself into theses, 
and attempted (o effect hi* escape by swim- 
ming, hut he was taken, despite of bis re- 
peated plunging under the boats of his 
punuert. Even on grasping him, and no 
Longer able ts make use of his hand*, he 
indicted with hia teeth several wounds on 
hia pursue n , Thi > intrepid boy was at last 
conveyed on board. Hi* age waa about 
fifteen yean. On arriving on deck he 
fell dowu, and pretended! for about an hour 
to be dead , on which hia canton pro- 
eared an sxe, and counterfeited', in turn, 
the action of cutting off his head ; on 
which the unwilling guest hastily opened 
both hie eyet, quite recovered from hia 
trance, and, nereeiving tbe crew eating 
their rations of ship -biscuit, he requested 
tome, which waa complied with, and he 
began eating with a good appetite. He 
wa* afterward* bound with cord*, to pre- 
vent him throwing himself into the sea. 

In order to continue procuring hia top- 
plies, in us sets wera discharged et the 
cancel that afterward* approached, which 
entirely intimidated the nativee. A 
qaantity of eoooB-auts, cabbage-palms, and 
other legumes, together with oysters and 
other ebell-nah, wen obtsfned. 

Those of the crew that had been 
wounded by the arrows recovered but

Several other island-, were se- 
verally sighted ; and the Hannah mid Cats 
line or Idendana were now figured as the 
Deliverance Islands (f/.-J ,lr In iMirrnaer) 
and to sum up his discoveries by a llourisb 
not Iu be mistaken, he renamed the whole 
archipelago the Laud ot Atsastiua (Terro
